States.

tunnel and Mayor James J. Walk* 
er, wha did him the honor to greet 
him in shirt sleeves at his Mayfair 
apartment. 
“Not Cricket” In England 
Some of the Salisbury delegation 
who met the mayor were a little 
dubious about the shirt sleeves be­ 
cause shirt-sleeve greetings in Eng­ 
land are “not 
cricket,” 
“not the 
thing” and are “not done.” But the 
mayor was unperturbed. He bore 
it without flinching. Later he was 
told that not only shirt-sleeve greet­

common in the United 
States but that Governor (now Sen­ 
ator) Huey Long, of Louisiana, once 
greeted a German admiral In pa­ 
jamas.

SOLAR ECLIPSE 
TO MAKE SHOW 
FOR CONTINENT 


Partial Covering Of Sun Visi­ 
ble In Many Places 
On August 31.

Urbana, 111. (AP).—The eclipse of 
the sun on August 31 will be visible 
throughout the United Stat. 
b a n - I 
ada and Mexico. 
From all parts of 
North America the dark disc of the 
moon can be seen on this day cross­ 
ing in front of the sun. 
But the total eclipse can be viewed 
only along a strip a hundred miles 
in width, the track of the moon’s 
shadow over the earth ’s surface. 
IOO Seconds To Pass 
This track begins near the north 
pole, where the shadow strikes the 
earth at sunrise. 
It runs southeast- 
ward across Hudson Bay, Quebec, 
New England and then out into the 
ocean, where the shadow leaves the 
• earth a t sunset. 
After traversing the northeast cor­ 
ner of Verm ont the center of the 
shadow will move .swiftly past L an­ 
caster and Conway. New Ham pshire, 
! anc! will reach the coast about half­ 
way between Portsm outh and Port- 
j land. 
The shadow will arrive in this 
region about 3:30 p. rn., eastern 
standard time, and will require only 
a m inute and forty seconds to pass 
I over any point on the central line. 
Will See Corona 
Crowds of people will assemble 
along the track of the shadow on the 
(afternoon of August 31 to watch the 
j rare spectacle of a total solar eclipse. 
Totality will last only IOO .seconds at 
j any place, but if the sky is clear it 
• will be a sight well worth going a 
j long way to see.

this short interval 
the 
moon will hide the sun completely.

M a ssa c l^ p tts 
Parallel to it, the northern boundary 
passes through Boothbay, Maine. 
F arther north or south the eclipse 
will be only partial. The moon will 
pa|s across the sun, but not cen­ 
trally across, so th a t it will not en- 
j tirely hide the sun. And the frac- 
i tion of the sun's disc th a t Is eclipsed 
will be less as the distance from the 
central line is greater. At Boston 
99 per cent will be hidden, at D en­ 
ver 49 per cent, at Los Angeles 15 
j per cent.

I thought of the little church th a ‘ G ray wrote about in his m atchless 
* • y.' and of O lssing’s love for such a place, and of the writings of 
hmgtcn Irving and his descriptions of Sleepy Hollow cemetery and the 
ill church, which I nave passed so often. 
There is a sincerity and beauty about those small churches th a t the 
u m etropolitan edifice* seem to lack.
